It is an- 
nounced that the Emperor Nicholas will soon do the 
same: andthe Orleans family are now exhibiting a 
camp, and maneuvring thirty thousand choice men 
at Compiegne, an ancient city of ten thousand inhab- 
itants, nineteen leagues north of Paris, where there is 
a royal castle large and splended enough to accommo- 
date any sovereign with any retinue. Prussia and 
some of the German monarchs have general officers to 
grace and inspect the French review. This recipro- | 
cation has in ita meaning like that with which the | 
commanders of hostile armies, under the old regime 
of Europe, invited, on the eve of battle, each other’s 
aid-de-ca nps to joyous repasts, and showed them their 
forces through the tents. Intelligent observers, and 
French military critics in particular, report that the 
Prussian ariny is in almirable condition and training 
1, who have seen tnost of the garrisons of France, and 
indeed the greater part of her levies for the five years 
vast, would report that there could not be created a 
bode of officers, from twenty-five to fifty years of age, | 
siperior in any respect to the French. The men, 
common soldiers, of the infantry, are below the middle 
size, and the great plurality of them mere youths: but 
they are agile, qnick-witted, excifable ; and it is now 
seen in the Alzerine provinces how much fatigue and 
how many new perils they can brave without a mur- 
mur.

Report gives the gratifying intelligence, that the 
league of the chiefs in the Everglades, is broken up, | 
Sam Jones and the Prophet having quarre}led—that | 
Sam is left with only 27 warriors, and has gone out 
of the Everglades to the Locha-Hatchee, where Hal- 
leck Tus-te-nug-gee is with a small band. 

Two of the principal chiefs in the Everglades are | 
willing to come in with their people, and will do so | 
ina short time without doubt. 

Lieut. Sprague, Adjutant 8th Infantry, in charge 
of Tiger Tail and Alligator, arrived yesterday at 
Fort King, on their way hunting for the Indians that 
are out in that neighborhood. They are expected at 
Pilatka in a day or two, to pursue their hunt up the 
St. Johns, and around the mouth of the Oclawaha. 

On the 19th ult., there was a terrible storin at Pun- 
ta-Rosas, that swept over the camp and store houses 
-—destroyed every thing. The men and officers 
escaped only with the clothes they had on; but one 
life Jost. The steamer Isis was driven up into the 
middle of the camp, and now lies high and dry; no- 





thing injured. and will soon be got off without dam- 
age.

BLunt’s CHART OF THE BAuAmMAsS.—Some weeks 
azo we directed the attention of our mercantile read- 
ers to Blunt’s new chart of the Bahama banks and 
the Florida coast, taken from the Adiniralty surveys 
by Commodore Owen, Barnett and others. This is 
undoubtedly one of the very best that has ever been 
published in thts country, and decidedly the best that 
has ever been published of that part of the world—a 
part freque =e by nuincrous vessels at all seasons— 
and abounding-in shoals which render the navigation 
exceedingly dangerous. 

The English charts of the Bahamas, used in this 
country, are replete with errors. In Norie’s last edi- 
tion of his charts, which is much used by our ship- 
masters, there are many errors—some of them of 
great importance. For instance, in that and other 
English charts, the light ship on Carysfort Reef, on 
the coast of Florida, is laid down in 25° 01) Jat., and 
80° 28‘ lon.—whereas, ils true position is indicated in 
Blunt’s chart in lat. 25° 12‘, lon. 80° 16‘—thus show- 
ing an error of 11 miles in the latitude, and 12 miles 
in the longitude! Again, in the English chart, the 
edge of the south point of the Old Bahama is repre- 
sented as having shoal and broken ground north onl 
24° 18', whereas Blunt’s chart indicates that there is 
no shoal ground north of 24° 30‘ lat., where there is 
a shoal ot 9 feet, and breken ground to the south. 

Many errors of a similar kind could be pointed out, 
as the outline of the Florida coast, &c., all of which 
are corrected in the new American chart, which ought 
to have a place in every well commanded American 
ship. 

A good American chart of the ‘Old Bahama Chan- 
nel’ 1s a desideratum which we wish Messrs. E. & G. 
W. Blunt would undertake to supply. We have rea- 
son to believe that all the English charts of that dan-

our ast number appeared a conmunication, to whic 
we prefixed the above title, and which we should hav: 
accoinpanied with some remarks of our own, had wi 
not been prostrated on the bed of sickness. ‘The cir- 
cuinstance therein alluded to—of a number ov officers 
of the army, and some of the navy, having left the 
profession of arms for the more peaceful one of the 
Gospel—is one that has frequently appeared to us as 
worthy a passing notice; but we supposed that the 
meinbers of each service were acquainted with the 





facts, and therefore to mention it would be nothing 
new to them. 


‘Fime was, and that not very remote, when the life 
of a soldier was looked upon as one of debauchery, 
vice, and criine of every description—evils incidental 
to the service, and fostered by the absence of all moral 
or religious instruction. A sailor was scarcely con- 
sidered as a human being, at least not such an one as 
any respectable person could associate with; and a 
discharged soldier was little better than a discharged 
convict. 

With the progress @f education, more liberal opin- 
ions prevailed ; sailors were fuund to’be rational crea- | 
tures, anda strong interest was manifested for the im- 
provement of their condition ; the consequence has 
been, the establishment of temperance boarding hou- 
ses, saving’s banks, and reading rooms on shore, and 
the exclusion of ardent spirits from many vessels. 
Jack is not now the reckless squanderer and outeast 
that he was wont to be; he feels his own self. respect, 
and will strive to preserve it. The field is yet ample, 
however, for further reclamations ; itis but the begin- 
ning that has been made. 

Inthe army, temperance societies have been formed 
at several military posts, reading rooms established, 
chaplains provided, and the spirit of improvement 
aroused. 

These things would not:in all probability have been 
brought about, but for the example and encouragement 


of the officers. Wherever you see a body of well-' 


educated and intelligent men, you seldom see vice or 
dissipation prevail. The pursuits of literature over- 
come the grosser propensities of our nature, and a 
thirst for knowledge supersedes that for the indul- 
gence of our animal appetites. 

We know personally many gentlemen, of the army 
and navy and have heard of several others, who are 
pious and_worthy members of some religious denomi- 
nation. We should rejoice to see their examples imi- 
tated by others. We could name several who have left 
the army, and are now zealous ministers of the Gos- 
pel. It was buta few weeks since that we announced 
the appointment, as chaplain in the navy, of a gentle. 
man who had been a lieutenant; and we heard. of ano- 
ther who lately resigned either to take orders, or to 
qualify himself to do so.

Apron, of live oak or locust, to be sided, one foot, three inches. 

Fore deadwood and apron bolts, to be of copper, seven eighths 
of an inch in diameter, oue foot above deep ballast mark. | 

Floor timbers, of live oak; futtocks and top timbers, of locust or 
red cedar, sided six inches, moulded at floor heads eight inches, 
at the plank sheer five and halfinches; to be completeiy framed, 
the frame bolts to be three-quarters of an inch in diameter ; | 
every other floor timber to be bolte! with one copper bolt, in | 
diameter seven eighths of an inch; the alternate floor timbers to be 
bolted, after the keelson is fitted with copper bolts, of the same | 
diameter, and rivetted under the keel.

Outside plank. The wales, fonrin number, to be in thickness 
three anda halfinches, about seven inches wide, fairly and gradually 
diminishing to thickness of the bottom plank, twoand a halfiuches, 
of white oak, each streak of the wales to be fastened to one 
irame comprising two timbers, with three iron spikes, and one 
iron bolt of five-eighths of an inch in diameter, driven through 
and rivetted on the inside; and from thence to the keel, the bot- | 
tom planks will be fastened to the frames, with six inch composi- 
tion spikes, and five-eighths copper bolts in the same manner.
